DALLAS,  TEXAS 

The  Advocate,  America’s  gay  news- 
paper reports  that  a preoperative  trans- 
sexual charged  with  wearing  a mask  or 
disguise  in  public  won  a municipal  court 
case  May  14  in  which  she  pleaded  not 
guilty, 

"I  was  only  in  drag  when  they  released 
me  - - boy  drag,”  said  Carol  Schneider,  the 
26  year  old  defendant, 

Carol  had  been  undergoing  hormone  shots 
for  nine  months  when  she  was  arrested  at 
a telephone  booth  near  her  east  Dallas 
apartment  Feb.  18. 

Carol  said  she  was  arrested  when  police 
stopped  to  question  two  hippie- dres sed 
friends  of  hers  and  discovered  she  was 
male.  "My  voice  gives  me  away  every 
time,  along  with  the  fact  that  I'm  6'  2" 


Carol  commented.  "When  I have  the 
operation,  they'll  have  to  do  something  a- 
bout  my  vocal  chords.  " 

Carol,  a native  of  Anaheim,  Calif.  ,had 
arrived  in  Dallas  one  month  before  the 
arrest  en  route  to  the  Erickson  Founda- 
tion in  Baton  Rouge,  La.  , which  spec- 
ializes in  the  transsexual  operation. 

She  stayed  over  in  Dalas  due  to  an  auto 
accident. 

Judge  Ben  Ellis  pronounced  Carol  not 
guilty  when  no  witnesses  appeared  at 
the  trial.  Her  public  defender  attorn- 
ey, Larry  Colyer,  was  going  to  dis- 
pute the  legality  of  the  arrest,  but  the 
judge  dismissed  the  case  before  it  got 
that  far. 

The  arresting  officers  had  charged  Ca- 
rol with  ’impersonation  of  a female  in 
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a public  place  at  a time  other  than  a 
festival."  The  attorney’s  investigation 
found  that  no  such  law  exists  on  Texas 
law  books  and  that  the  charge  later 
had  been  altered  to  ’wearing  a mask 
or  disguise  in  public" 

"When  they  arrested  me,  " Carol  said, 
"I  was  wearing  bell-bottom  slacks,  a 
long-sleeve  sweater  blouse,  makeup, 
a fall,  earrings,  and  flats.  " 

Carol  was  taken  to  a police  station  and 
placed  in  a male  holding  tank.  "The 
other  prisoners  were  very  inquisitive, 
they  asked  me  all  sorts  of  questions, 
but  nothing  derogatory  happened,  "she 
said, 

Carol  spent  24  hours  in  jail  before  she 
was  bonded  and  her  original  clothes 
were  confiscated  as  evidence, 

"That's  when  this  humiliating  exper- 
ience occurred,  "Carol  said.  "They 
took  my  clothes  and  put  me  in  a re- 
lease tank  with  male  prisoners  for 
one  hour  with  nothing  on  except  a gir- 
dle and  shoes,"  she  said.  "I  have 
quite  well-developed  bust  now  after 
nine  months  of  shots." 

Carol,  who  works  as  a waitress  at 
the  Galley  Restaurant  on  Oak  Lawn 
Avenue,  plans  to  undergo  the  sex- 
change  operation  in  a year.

NEW  YORK 

Lee  G.  Brewster's  life  was  threatened 
at  a recent  public  appearance  at  a dis- 
cussion group  in  New  York.  The  call- 
er objected  to  having  drag  queens  address 
the  homosexual  group.  Not  mentally 
stable,  the  individual  was  told  by  anoth- 
er homosexual  that  drag  queens  were 
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horrible,  vicious  people  and  shouldn't 
be  allowed  to  speak  to  them.  Brewster 
didn't  take  the  caller  seriously,  and 
attended  the  meeting  anyway,  and  with 
a group  of  two  other  tvs  and  a trans 
sexual  addressed  the  standing  room 
only  audience.  No  incident  occured. 

The  following  weekend  the  caller  again 
called.  This  time  to  apologize.  When 
asked  why  he  didn't  go  through  with  the 
threat  he  said,"  You  were  too  beautiful 
and  besides  you  cried  and  I couldn't 
stand  to  hear  you  cry".  (Mr.  Brewster 
became  overcome  with  emotion  during 
the  lecture  about  the  homosexuals  att- 
itudes about  drag  queens  and  cried  as 
a hushed  audience  looked  on).  He  al- 
so said,  "There  was  also  a policeman 
on  hand.  " 

This  again  proves  the  statement  of 
Queens  Liberation  Front  that  the  homo- 
sexual is  many  times  the  drag  queens 
worst  enemy. 

NEW  YORK;

Kane  County  Judge  John  Peterson,  who 
sentenced  Steadman  to  from  three  to 
five  years  in  prison  on  a theft  charge, 
said  that  Steadman  was  frist  sent  to 
Statesville  Prison  for  Men  in  Joliet. 

This  brought  a frantic  call  from  War- 
den John  Twomey,  who  asked  why  he 
was  sent  a woman  prisoner. 

Next,  Steadman  was  sent  to  Women's 
Prison  in  Dwight,  111,  but  startled  wo- 
men officials  there  refused  to  accept 
him  as  a woman  inmate. 

Next,  he  was  sent  to  the  Illinois  Re- 
ception and  Diagnostic  Center  in  Jol- 
iet, where  he  was  placed  in  a cell 
by  himself  to  keep  him  away  from  the 
men  prisoners.  He  was  given  many 
tests  in  an  attempt  to  find  a place  for 
him  in  the  state  prison  system. 

Judge  Peterson  said  th±  the  first  time 
Steadman  came  into  his  courtroom  he 
was  wearing  a skirt,  A matron  be- 
gan to  frisk  him,  and  then  stopped, 
screaming:  "She's  a man!" 

The  judge  said  that  Steadman  told  the 
court  psychiatrist  that  he  'wanted  soc- 
iety to  pay'  for  the  final  surgery  that 
would  transform  him  into  a woman. 

He  pleaded  guilty  to  the  theft  charge 
April  3rd.  after  he  was  arrested  by  the 
Geneva  police.  He  is  now  out  on  a 
$50,  000  bail  while  his  case  is  being 
appealed.  His  appeal  contends  that  his 
sentence  was  too  severe. 

NEW  YORK. . . . Jack  Obrien  in  his  col- 
umn VOICE  OF  BROADWAY  reported 
that  SPENCER  TRACY  must  be  roll- 
ing over  in  his  sense  of  irony:  The 
new  Hammer  film,  "Dr.  Jekyll  and 
Sister  Hyde.  " has  its  hero  sex-change 
into  a beautiful,  of  course  promiscuous, 
girl.

She  claims  that  she 
first  became  a 'drag  queen'  after  assoc- 
iating with  homosexuals  and  then,  con- 
vinced that  she  was  a woman,  had  herself 
castrated.  Now  she  can’t  find  anyone 
to  build  her  a vagina.  Deirdre  concludes: 

"I  am  brave  enough  to  stand  up  for  my 
rights,  not  so  much  as  a man  or  woman, 
but  as  a human  being.  . I'm  one  of  you,  you 
know.  "

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QUESTION:  IS  ESTROGEN  THERAPY  PAINFUL? 

ANSWER:  The  simplest  form  of  estrogen  therapy;  taking  pills 
orally,  is  not  painful.  If  a dosage  that  is  too  high  is  regularly- 
taken,  the  breasts  will  become  abnormally  sensitive.  But, 
this  sensitivity  diminishes  with  reduced  dosage.  Estrogen,  Ad- 
ministered by  injection,  is  painful  and  expensive.  One  should 
only  submit  to  this  form  of  therapy  under  a doctor's  orders; 
and  one  should,  further,  require  the  doctor  to  explain,  in  detail, 
why  such  treatment  is  necessary. 

Q.  IS  ESTROGEN  EXPENSIVE? 

A.  Natural  estrogen,  the  best  form  to  use,  is  quite  inexpensive. 
A dosage  of  2,  5 mg.  (the  popular  purple  pill),  is  about  16£  per 
day,  provided  one  buys  the  pills  at  a discount  drug  store. 

Q.  IS  A PRESCRIPTION  NECESSARY? 

A.  Legally,  estrogen  can  only  be  dispensed  by  prescription. 

The  cost  of  an  examination  by  a qualified  physician  is  approx 
imately  $25;  after  which  the  physician  will  prescribe,  if  the 
individual  case  will  permit.  Black  market  estrogen  may  be

Q«  WHAT  COMPOUND  IS  BEST? 

A*  If  your  doctor  prescribes  any- 
thing other  than  the  natural  con- 
jugated estrogen,  "premarin", 
ask  him  why  he  does  so0  Nat- 
ural estrogens  have  the  least 
undesirable  side  effect  of  all  the 
estrogen  compounds*  Avoid  tak- 
ing synthetic  hormones  or  birth 
control  pills,  unless  absolutely 
convinced  by  your  doctor  that  they 
are  necessary  and  beneficial  to  you* 

Q.  HOW  LONG  DOES  IT  TAKE  TO  GROW 
BREASTS  WITH  PREMARIN  TAKEN 
ORALLY? 

A,  If  recommended  dosage  of  2.  5-5.  Omg 
is  taken,  very  nice  breasts  will  be 
formed  by  the  average  male  in  less 
than  a year.  (See  photo)  Once  one  de- 
cides to  undergo  estrogen  therapy, 
there  is  always  pressure  on  one  to 
take  higher  dosages  than  prescribed  in 
the  hope  of  fostering  faster  development. 
Avoid  this  pitfall.  Estrogen  can  be  us- 
ed by  the  body  only  in  a current  basis. 
Estrogen  is  not  stored  by  the  body;  and 
any  estrogen  ingested  above  current 
needs  is  immediately  expelled  by  the 
body.  This  places  an  abnormal  load 
on  the  kidneys  and  liver.  After  prolong- 
ed high  dosage,  the  liver  may  be  ad- 
versely affected. 


A*  Physically,  noc  There  are  no  with- 
drawal symptons.  Psychologically, 
yes*  It  is  very  hard  for  a person 
who  has  started  to  develop  breasts 
reduce  therapy* 

Q.  DOES  HORMONE  THERAPY 

DISTORT  ONE’S  PERCEPTION 
OF  REALITY? 

A,  Yes,  to  some  degree*  As  one's 
shape  becomes  more  feminine; 
one’s  attitudes  also  change*  This 
affect  is  more  marked  in  some  in- 
dividuals than  others* 

Qt  ARE  THERE  ANY  UNDESIRABLE 
SIDE  AFFECTS  WITH  ESTROGEN 
THERAPY? 

A.  With  synthetic  hormones,  there 
may  be*  Avoid  them  if  possible* 

Q.  IS  THERE  ANY  DANGER  OF 
CANCER? 

A*  If  the  patient  sticks  to  natural  es- 
trogen, avoiding  synthetics  and 
surgical  procedures,  the  chances 
for  the  development  of  breast 
cancer  are  infinites simal* 

Q,  I LIKE  GIRLS*  WILL  ESTROGEN 
THERAPY  REDUCE  MY  SEX 
DRIVE  AND  ABILITY? 

A*  After  a time,  yes*  The  degree  de- 
pends upon  your  initial  sexuality* 

If  you  were  very  sexy  (horny)  be- 
fore,  estrogen  ingestion  may  not 
affect  you  very  much.  However, 
if  your  original  libido  was  very 
much  diminished,  you  may  find 
that  all  sex  drive  is  suppressed* 


Q.  ARE  HORMONES  A DRUG? 

A.  No.  Hormones  are  natural  substances 
produced  by  the  endocrine  glands  in  the 
body.  Estrogen  is  present  in  small 
quantities  in  the  normal  male  body.  In 
undergoing  hormone  therapy,  one  mere- 
ly changes  the  natural  balance, 

Q*  ARE  HORMONES  ADDICTIVE? 


IS  THERE  ANY  WAY  I CAN  IM- 
PROVE MY  SEXUAL  ABILITY, 
WITHOUT  DECREASING  THE  SIZE 
OF  MY  BREASTS? 

Yes.  The  breasts  form  more  readily 
than  they  reduce;  so,  a simple  vacation 
from  the  therapy  will  improve  your 
sex  drive  without  ruining  your  breasts,  . 
although,  they  may  start  to  sag  a little. 
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Fesumption  of  therapy  will  not  immed- 
iately incapacitate  you. 

Q.  IS  THEFE  SOMETHING  ELSE  I 
CAN  TAKE  WHILE  TAKING 
HOFMONES,  TO  MAKE  ME 
FEEL  HORNY  AGAIN? 

A.  Vitamin  E,  in  dosages  of  400-500 
mg/  day  will  have  this  affect, 

Q0  IE  I DECIDE,  AFTER  ALL  THIS, 
THAT  BEING  A WOMAN  FULL 
TIME  IS  REALLY  NOT  MY 
THING:  CAN  I GET  FID  OF  MY 
BF EASTS  WITHOUT  SURGERY? 

A0  The  answer  to  this  depends  to  a 

great  degree  on  how  long  you  con- 
tinue therapy,  before  deciding  to 
quit.  Natural  breast  formation, 
caused  by  the  interaction  of  es- 
trogen on  the  system,  develops  by 
two  related,  but  independent,  pro- 
cesses, 

1,  Enlargement  of  normally 
dormant  glands  in  the  chest. 

2,  Production  of  fatty  tissues 
in  the  breast  area,  thighs, 
stomach  and  upper  arms. 

Even  with  strict  dieting,  you  will  find 
that  estrogen  therapy  will  cause  you 
to  gain  weight.  Withdrawal  from 
therapy,  will  have  the  affect  of: 

1,  Reducing  the  size  of  the  ex- 
panded glands. 

2,  Over  a period  of  time,  re- 
ducing the  superfluous 
fatty  tissue  put  on  in  the 
region  of  the  breast, 
thigh,  etc. 

Reduction  of  fatty  tissue  takes  time,  as 
does  any  weight  reduction  routine;  and 
the  length  of  time  is  directly  proportion- 
al to  the  amount  of  extra  fat  accumu- 
lated by  the  body.  If  you  have  not 
been  on  estrogen  for  a great  length 
of  time,  you  will  eventually  return  to 
normal. 


Qo  WILL  HORMONES  MAKE  ME  MORE 
HOMOSEXUAL? 

A.  If  your  orientation  is  toward  increas- 
ing your  feminity,  you  may  identify 
with  the  girls  and  want  more  male 
companionship  than  before,  in  the 
form  of  male  escorts.  Many  partial 
sex-changes  find  this  to  be  true.  If 
you  are  very  feminine  looking,  with 
such  companionship  comes  the  inevi- 
table invitation  or  demand  for  sexual 
satisfaction.  The  question  really  is: 

If  one  lets  one’s  date  take  one  to  bed, 
is  one  becoming  homosexual? 

If  this  question  bothers  you,  I will 
relieve  your  mind  and  say,  "NO", 

If  you  have  never  before  in  your 
life  fallen  in  love  with  another  man 
or  had  a crush  on  one,  shifting  your 
form  toward  the  feminine  will  not 
create  homosexual  longings.  It  is 
well  known  that  many  prostitutes 
are  lesbian,  and  do  not  enjoy  sex 
with  males.  They,  nevertheless, 
have  sexual  relations  with  males 
for  other  reasons). 

If  you  were  casually  bi-sexual  be- 
fore estrogen  therapy,  it  is  likely 
that  the  frequency  of  your  encount- 
ers with  males  will  increase.  Whet- 
her, in  fact,  you  begin  to  enjoy  this 
more  is  entirely  a question  of  pers- 
onal bias.  You  may  find  that  you

Q.  WHAT  IS  MY  STATUS  WHEN  I HAVE 
FULLY  DEVELOPED  BREASTS  AND  A 
PENIS  AS  WELL? 

A,  You  are  still  legally  a male;  as  your 
birth  certificate  testifies.  Although

I am  delighted  to  be  writing  for  DRAG 
and  telling  the  "girls"  what  is  happen- 
ing here  in  San  Francisco.  I should  al- 
so add,  that  you  have  my  support  on  the 
demands  that  Queens  is  making  on  the 
legal  establishment.  Within  the  next 
month  or  so,  I will  be  living  as  a wo- 
man 100%  of  the  time,  and  will  no  doubt 
be  solidly  confronted  with  the  true  im- 
pact of  the  cross-dressing  laws(though 
I've  been  stopped  several  times  in  the 
past). 

As  I mentioned  in  my  first  letter,  I'm 
in  frequent  contact  with  quite  a few  drag 
queens  and  transsexuals,  especially 
those  that  are  openly  leading  feminine 


lifestyles.  In  my  next  letter,  I'll  make 
it  a point  to  enclose  a good  number  of 
Polaroid  and  35mm  prints  of  the  local 
girls . 

Though  I did  not  personally  go  to  the 
event,  I've  been  told  by  reliable  friends 
that  drag  queens  and  transsexuals  were 
part  of  the  gay  marching  delegation  at 
the  April  17  End-the-War-in  Vietnam 
Pally  here  in  San  Francisco.  They 
were  well  received  and  not  harrass- 
ed  by  the  San  Francisco  police  de- 
partment or  other  marchers. 

During  Gay  Pride  Week  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, Queens  and  transsexuals  were 
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also  openly  seen  at  the  various  rallies 
and  other  events.  There  still,  however, 
is  quite  a bit  of  antagonism  directed  at 
cross -dressers  by  the  GAY  community. 
"Straight"  gays  apparently  like  us  as 
lovers,  but  hate  to  be  seen  with  us  in 
public  dressed.  (Maybe  they  like  hid- 
ing in  the  closet). 

In  my  first  letter  to  you,  I mentioned 
that  there  has  been  a recent  move  by 
some  local  gay  clubs  to  enforce  an  es- 
court  rule  on  queens  and  transsexuals. 
After  careful  investigation  on  my  own, 

I find  that  the  situation  is  even  more 
confusing.  As  explained  to  me  by  the 
management,  some  of  my  sisters  have 
been  very  flagrantly  soliciting  for  pros- 
titution in  some  of  these  places,  and  at 
least  for  the  present,  the  respective 
managements  have  decided  that  an  es- 
court  is  a way  to  eliminate  this  hust- 
ling. Hopefully,  the  situaticn  will  im- 
prove.

femininity.  In  most  cases,  you  can 
convince  the  court  that  your  'deviant' 
behavior  is  not  anti-social. 

Qc  WHAT  SHOULD  I DO  ABOUT  RE- 
LIEVING MYSELF  IN  PUBLIC 
PLACES?  IS  IT  ALLRIGHT  TO 
GO  INTO  THE  LADIES  ROOM? 

A.  This  has  always  been  a tough  prob- 
lem from  the  legal  standpoint. 

Many  cops  like  to  bust  she-males 
for  doing  this,  on  the  theory  that 
they  are  behaving  as  "Peeping  Toms.  ' 

With  real  breasts,  in  a challenge  with 
the  average  cop,  call  for  a matron. 
There  are  many,  many  very  mascu- 
line women  in  the  world,  who  may  co- 
incidentally have  deep  voices.  When 
it  comes  to  a show  down  with  the  ma- 
tron, you  can  often  outbluff  her  by 
simply  taking  off  your  bra. 

If  this’  does  not  work  out,  and  you  do 
find  yourself  in  court,  it  is  easier  to 
refute  the  charge  if  you  have  evidence 
of  increasing  feminity, 

Q.  HOW  SHOULD  I DRESS  WHEN  I GO 
TO  THE  BEACH? 

A,  Although  it  seems  perfectly  acceptable 
to  go  to  the  beach  in  a male  bathing 
costume  (trunks),  you  will  find  that 
your  breasts  will  cause  much  com- 
ment from  observers,  and  possibly 
insults  from  certain  types  of  male. 
The  best  solution,  if  it  is  possible,  is 
to  put  on  a swim  cap  (female),  and  a 
bikini  which  shows  a lot  of  breast; 
and  go  in  this  way. 

Your  face,  unmade -up,  without  the 
artificies  of  cosmetics,  may  look 
masculine,  and  your  voice  may  seem 
deep;  but,  no  cop  will  put  himself  in 
the  position  of  requiring  you  to  prove 
you  are  a female,  with  all  that  evi- 
dence exposed,  (This  is  assuming  that 


you  are  not  making  a nuisance  of  your- 
s elf) ! 

Q.  WHAT  ABOUT  MY  GIRL  FRIEND? 
WILL  SHE  THROW  ME  OVER? 

A,  The  odds  are  about  50-50.  Most 

girls  will  not,  if  they  imagine  them- 
selves to  be  in  love  with  you.  A 
hung-up  girl  will. 

Q.  WHAT  ABOUT  MY  BOY-FRIEND? 

WILL  HE  THROW  ME  OVER? 

A.  Probably,  yes.  In  all  liklihood,  he 
only  tolerated  your  drag.  Now,  with 
real  breasts  to  aggrevate  him,  he 
will  find  you  too  feminine;  and  may 
become  hostile  or  uneasy.  In  this 
case,  it  is  best  to  find  a new  man, 
who  is  more  basically  heterosexual, 
and  is  turned  on  by  breasts.  There 
are  loads  of  them  around.  (Ed.  Note 
More  than  can  go  around,  in  fact.  ) 

Q.  WILL  MY  BREASTS  BECOME  ACTIVE, 
SEXUALLY? 

A,  After  about  a year  of  estrogen  thera- 
py, and  some  vacation  from  it,  you 
will  find  your  body  naturally  orienting 
toward  this  secondary  sexual  center. 

Many  people  find  that  their  breasts 
have  indeed  become  the  primary  cen- 
ter of  sexual  stimulation.  Others 
find  that  the  response  is  secondary: 
but  that  it  augments  the  primary  re- 
spons  e. 

Q.  WILL  ESTROGEN  DECREASE  MY 
BODY  HAIR? 

A,  No,  the  only  way  to  reduce  body  hair 
is  by  shaving,  the  use  of  depilatories 
or  by  employment  of  electrolysis. 

(ED  NOTE:  People  who  have  used  hor- 
mones have  testified  that  it  reduces  the 
hair  on  the  body  and  limbs.  It  is  necessa 
for  one  to  have  electrolysis  to  remove 
the  beard.  ) 

Q.  WILL  HORMONES  AFFECT  MY 
VOICE? 
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A0  No.  The  voice  is  toned  by  the  di- 
mensions of  the  voice  box  and  by 
conscious  habit.  The  only  way 
to  feminize  your  voice  is  to  take 
voice  lessons, 

Q.  IF  I HAVE  MY  OWN  BREASTS  CAN  I 
TELL  MY  DATE  I AM  FEMALE? 

A.  Best  not  to.  Most  men  don’t  like  sur- 
prises in  bed- -especially  if  they  are 
bent  on  cunt.  It  seems  quite  fashion- 
able, these  days,  to  be  a partial  sex- 
change,  and  many  guys  dig  this.  This 
approach  is  preferable.  Best  be  hon- 
est, if  at  all  possible. 

Q.  HOW  DO  I FIND  A DOCTOR,  WHO 
WILL  GIVE  ME  A PRESCRIPTION? 

A.  Most  non-catholic  doctors,  under  35 
years  of  age,  are  not  predisposed  to 
be  hostile  to  your  desires.  Many  of 
course,  have  no  experience  in  the 
treatment  of  transsexuality;  but  this 
can  be  corrected  quite  easily  by  ask- 
ing them  to  become  educated  on  the 
subject.  In  most  cases,  one  needs 
only  to  select  the  nearest  young  doc- 
tor, and  go  in  and  tell  him  what  is  re- 
quired. 

If  this  fails  for  you,  or  if  you  are  too 
shy  to  educate  the  doctor,  write  the 
Erickson  Education  Foundation  in  care 
of  DRAG  magazine.  The  foundation 
maintains  a list  of  many  doctors  who 
are  known  to  be  sympathetic,*

start  in  the  fight  for  greater  accep- 
tance for  the  transvestite. 

To  this  end  DRAG  is  being  published 
to  make  the  public  aware  of  our  mut- 
ual oppression.  We  are  SURE  our 
aims  are  attainable. 

If  you  do  not  want  to  come  out  of  your 
closet,  at  least  you  can  put  your  mon- 
ey where  your  mouth  is.  Working 
through  an  attorney  you  can  uncover 
ob-jectionable  ordinances  and  have  the 
attorney  act  on  your  behalf  either  as 
an  individual  or  on  behalf  of  a group 
such  as  Queens  or  your  local  "soriority". 

Just  remember  that  the  Grand  Canyon 
was  made  by  the  perserverance  of  wa- 
ters constantly  attacking  the  stone.  All 
you  have  to  do  is  be  as  unending  in 
your  fight  against  discrimination  of  the 
transvestite  and  all  oppressed  minori- 
ties. 

The  local  level  is  the  proper  place  to 
launch  the  fight.  In  a study  made  of 
the  statutes  of  the  various  States,  it 
was  found  that  few  has  restrictive 
clauses.  Prejudicial  ordinances  and 
looselv  worded  ones  are  used  to  har- 
rass  the  transvestite,  even  if  he  is 
minding  his  own  business  and  not  cre- 
ating a disturbance.  Lets  make  a res-

The  'drag  queen'  is  one  of  the  many  differ- 
ent types  of  the  transvestite  phenomenon. 
He  is  many  times  more  militant  and  flam- 
boyant than  his  transvestite  'sisters'.  The 
drag  queen  is  almost  always  of  the  homosex- 
ual variety  of  transvestite,  and  is  usually 
more  relaxed  and  realistic  than  the  other 
types.  This,  undoubtedly,  is  due  to  his  hav- 
ing no  qualms  about  his  masculinity,  as  the 
so-called  straight  'sister'.  Being  com- 
pletely at  ease  in  the  feminine  role,  he  of- 
ten comes  across  to  the  viewing  public  as 
the  'real  thing'. 

MORE  FEMININE  THAN  THE  FEMALE  ? 

Drags  can  be  more  feminine  than  the  geni- 
tal female.  Having  studied  the  female  in  de- 
tail and  copying  her  make-up,  movements, 
and  personality,  the  drag  becomes  an  ex- 
aggerated form  of  his  heterosexual  counter- 
part. Unfortunately,  the  drag' s per sonality 
is  also  exaggerated.  The  bitchiness  of  the 
women  he  imitates  is  also  incorporated  into 
his  female  image.  This  personality  has  be- 
come the  stereotype  of  the  drag  queen  and 
turns  away  many  in  fear  and  intolerance  of 
all  drags.  This  is  not,  however,  the  per- 
sonality of  all  drags,  but  does  stand  out,  as 
all  unpleasant  traits  of  any  particular  group 
of  people  are  the  ones  most  people  remem- 
ber. We  feel  that  if  the  drag  queen  toned 
down  this  offensive  personality,  the  homo- 
sexual, the  straight  transvestite,  and  the 
drag  queen  would  be  able  to  work  together 
more  effectively  as  they  haven't  been  able 
to  do  in  the  past. 


The  term  QUEEN  can  be  applied  more  hon- 
estly to  the  drag,  again  due  to  'her'  attitude. 
No  one  can  ' snub' apoor  "peasant"  as  cruel  - 
ly  as  a drag  can.  'She*  reeks  with  superior- 
ity which  is  a queenly  trait.  The  transvest- 
ite or  trans sexual  are  more  or  less  girl  next 
door  types. 

STRAIGHT  MALE  COURTS  HER 

The  feminity  of  the  drag  queen  may  account 
for  an  unusually  large  amount  of  attention 
from  the  heterosexual  male.  Being  extreme- 
ly feminine,  he  will  appeal  to  men,  who 
would  not  ordinarily  participate  in  homosex- 
ual relationship  s.  These  men  will  treat  the 
drag  with  complete  heterosexual  courtesy.  . 

. such  as  buying  'her'  drinks,  lighting  ciga- 
rettes, opening  doors,  etc.  , for  'her*.  He 
thinks  of  'her'  as  a female  and  will  even  go 
so  far  as  to  form  a common  law  marriage, 
with  the  heterosexual  male  as  the  'husband*. 
When  'she's'  in  boy ' s clothe s , 'she'does  all 
this  on  'her'  own.  He's  not  queer.' 

However,  the  drag  queen  is  not  always  the 
'passive'  partner,  sexually.  It's  been  said 
by  many  homosexuals  that  the  only  way  to  get 
'fucked*  is  to  go  to  bed  with  a drag  queen. 
This  active  role  is  many  times  a problem 
especially  so,  when  the  drag  decides  to  be- 
come a trans -sexual.  It's  more  difficult  to 
adjust  to  the  passive  role  of  receiving,  thus 
creating  quite  a lot  of  frustration.  All  we  can 
say  to  the  'girls'  who  are  'girls'  in  dress 
only:  Don't  have  it  cut  off,  or  tucked  ini 
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THE  STPAIGHT  TRANSVESTITE 


Too  often  discussions  on  the  subject  of 
transvestism  become  clinical  descriptions 
and  thus  fail  to  reveal  some  of  the  more 
personal  insights  into  this  complicated  sub  - 
ject.  I hope  instead  to  give  a few  per  - 
sonal  observations  and  opinions  in  this  brief 
column  on  the  distinction  between  the  drag 
queen  and  the  heterosexual  transvestite, 
a distinction  of  which  few  gay  or  straight 
people  are  aware. 

As  a heterosexual  transvestite  I found  that 
I had  a strong  interest  both  in  girls  as  well 
as  girl's  clothes  by  the  age  of  three  or  four. 
However,  I found  it  easier  to  act  out  my 
transvestite  feelings  as  early  as  8 or  9 
years  of  age,  but  couldn't  find  the  nerve  to 
evenkissa  girl  until  I was  20.  Now,  hap- 
pily, both  aspects  of  my  personality  have 
the  opportunity  and  nerve  for  full  expres- 
sion.' 

The  homosexual  drag  queens  that  I' ve  know 
also  took  an  early  intere  st  in  girl's  clothes, 
but  developed  sexual  intere  sts  in  boys  some  - 
time  aroundpuberty.  They  invariably  dif- 
pered  from  the  hetero  transvestite  in  that 
they  were  frequently  very  experienced  sex- 
ually by  their  late  teens,  while  the  straight 
T.  V.  almost  always  is  slower,  being  in 
his  early  or  mid  20's  before  gaining  ex- 
perience. 

The  second  principle  difference  in  these 
two  groups  are  their  respective  attitudes 
about  dressing  as  a female.  I found  that  I 
strove  greatly  to  keep  my  desires  a secret 
(as  do  most  T.  V.  's)  and  even  now  when  I 
go  dressed  in  public  I don't  want  anyone  to 
even  suspect  my  true  identity.  Drag 
queens,  however,  thrive  on  attention  and 
frequently  appear  in  public  in  clothes  and 
makeup  that  give  away  their  true  sex,  or 
they  dres  s in  such  high  style  that  they  draw 
a tremendous  amount  of  attention.  The  dif- 
ference is  that  the  T.  V.  's  best  compli- 
ment is  to  be  totally  ignored,  but  the  drag 
queen  is  unhappy  unless  she  turns  every 
head  on  the  avenue  as  she  passes.

Returning  for  a moment  to  the  T.  V.  's 
dread  ofbeing  recognized  in  public,  I feel 
there  are  several  reasons  for  this,  first 
there  is  the  natural  fear  ofbeing  arres- 
ted, but  beyond  that  is  a fear  of  being  ri- 
diculedby  unsympathetic  citizens  and  sub  - 
jected  to  their  verbal  and  perhaps  physi- 
cal assaults.  Last,  the  heterosexually 
inclined  T.  V.  is  not  interested  in  attrac  - 
ting  the  overtures  of  males  who  might  be 
interested  in  boys  who  dress  as  girls. 

Although  I have  never  completely  fa- 
thomed the  phenomen  of  cross  dressing 
for  the  drag  queens  or  T.  V. ' s I can  now 
say  that  I'm  relatively  sure  that  my  inter- 
est as  a hetero  T.  V.  centers  almost 
strictly  around  the  clothes  themselves  . 

I am  fascinated  by  the  look,  feel  and  the 
cut  of  girl's  clothes,  and  although  I have 
a constant  impulse  to  wear  them,  I do  not 
consciously  desire  to  be  a female.  For 
when  I finally  feel  gratified  at  having  made 
a successful  transition  from  boy  to  girl, 

I invariably  find  a need  eventually  for  be- 
coming a male  again  both  in  appearance 
and  in  actions.  I enjoy  being  a member 
of  bothsexe s as  far  as  appearances  go,  and 
while  the  drive  to  be  feminine  is  undenia- 
ble at  times,  the  male  side  is  dominant  in 
the  end. 

Life  is  difficult  for  both  the  drag  queen 
and  the  transvestite  because  of  the  inher- 
ent contradictions  between  fantasy,  real- 
ity and  de  sire.  The  transvestite  of  course 
is  faced  with  the  problem  of  being  attrac  - 
ted  and  attractive  to  femaleswho  are  look  - 
ing  for  a "MAN"  and  who  are  unable  to 
cope  with  the  demands  of  a transves  - 
tite  personality.  This  coupled  with  the 
tension  of  playing  two  opposite  roles  in 
life,  each  of  them  vying  for  control  of  one 
body  is  very  unsettling  for  the  transves- 
tite. ■
